Ponies suffer horrific 


injuries in break-in

Two ponies at the Epsom Rid¬ 
ing For The Disabled Associ¬ 
ation (Epsom RDA) on Hook 
Road were badly injured dur¬ 
ing an overnight break-in. 

The ponies Buffy and 
Marigold were discovered by 
Epsom RDA volunteers on 
Wednesday, August 15 morn¬ 
ing with wounds on their 
jaws, legs, shoulders and 
necks. 

Stella Milne, chair of the 
board of Epsom RDA, said 
the burglars had broken 
down electric fencing posts, 
a fundraising shed and scat¬ 
tered the contents of a first 
aid box onto the floor. 

Mrs Milne said: “The most 
serious injury is to Marigold. 
She has a wound to her jaw 
which potentially could be 
fractured. 

“We will be monitoring the 
injury over the next few days 
and hoping this will not be 


the case.” 

Mrs Milne said she sus¬ 
pects the puncture wounds 
were caused by throwing or 
pushing in the end of electri¬ 
cal fence posts. 

A number of caravans had 
gained access to adjacent 
Hook Road Arena on Monday, 
August 13, but the group has 
since vacated the site at 2.30 
pm on Wednesday, August 15, 
after the police issued a sec¬ 
tion 61 order. 

Mrs Milne said she sus¬ 
pected the attack was con¬ 
nected to the unauthorised 
encampment in Hook Road 
Arena. 

She added: “We have been 
in touch with the local coun¬ 
cil and they have taken a 
section 61 to remove the trav¬ 
ellers from the Hook Road 
Arena.” 

A Surrey Police spokesper¬ 
son said: “We can confirm 
that a horse was injured dur¬ 
ing the course of a burglary 
at the Epsom Riding School 
for the Disabled yesterday 
night. Investigations are on¬ 
going at this time.”

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Licence pleas 

Epsom and Ewell Borough Council 
is urging all landlords of houses in 
multiple occupation to apply for a 
licence before new legislation comes 
into force. 

Landlords of houses in multiple 
occupation let to five or more 
occupants formed of more than one 
household must apply for a licence by 
Monday 1 October or face criminal 
charges. 

Currently, compulsory licensing only 
covers houses of multiple occupation 
properties of three storeys or more. 
The new regulations will cover 
all properties let to five or more 
occupants formed of more than one 
household with shared communal 
areas. Cllr Barry Nash, chairman 
of the community and wellbeing 
committee said: “HMOs make a 
valuable contribution to local housing, 
as they offer a more economically 
accessible form of housing for many 
people on low or moderate incomes. 
There are strict standards regarding 
licensed HMOs that landlords must 
follow, which are enforced by our 
environmental health team.”

Plumber delivers baby 
as ambulance delayed 

Operator talks husband through process as crew is 15min late

An Epsom plumber claims he was 
forced to deliver his wife’s baby in 
the middle of the night while wait¬ 
ing for the ambulance to arrive. 

Admir Tula, of Alexandra Road, 
said his wife Ervina, 30, experi¬ 
enced contractions at around 4am 
on Tuesday, July 31 two weeks be¬ 
fore she was due to deliver. 

Mr Tula said his wife gave birth 
approximately an hour after she 
suffered her first contraction, 
when she was told by the materni¬ 
ty unit at Epsom General Hospital 
to stay put and take painkillers. 

The 41-year-old said he dialled 
999 as soon as his wife’s water 
broke and was told by the emer¬ 


gency call operator that he had no 
choice but to deliver his baby at 
home. 

He said: “The operator was re¬ 
ally good. I would like to thank 


her for keeping me calm. If she 
had put the phone down then god 
knows what would have happened. 

“I kept my cool because I needed 
to keep calm because I could not 


afford to panic or mess up. This 
was my family, my baby, my wife. 

“We only live five minutes away 
from the hospital. The ambulance 
turned up 30 minutes late and they 
were looking at each other, sitting 
down because everything was 
done. 

“It’s just a lack of response and 
communication. ” 

A spokesperson for South East 
Coast Ambulance Service NHS 
trust said: “I can confirm that our 
records show that we were noti¬ 
fied of this call by London Am¬ 
bulance Service at approximately 
5am and responded to the scene in 
a little more than 15 minutes. 

“We have not been contacted 
by anyone on this and would add 
that we are happy to look into any 
concerns raised in more detail 
if anyone wishes to contact us 
directly”

New scanning 
for fingerprints 

More suspected criminals will have 
their fingerprints taken on the street 
in under a minute after Britain’s big¬ 
gest police force developed its own 
scanning software. 

A number of forces have used simi¬ 
lar technology since 2012, but the 
Metropolitan Police has now devel¬ 
oped a system using cheaper kit that 
also saves £200,000 a year in support 
costs. 

The reduced bill means another 600 
devices will be rolled out to officers in 
the next six months. In recent years 
around 100 have been in use across the 
capital. 

The devices, that plug in to a smart¬ 
phone, can check a suspect’s prints 
across police databases without the 
need to go to a police station. 

This can discourage criminals being 
able to use a false name when stopped. 

In February the Home Office said it 
expected around 20 forces to be using a 
new mobile fingerprint scanning sys¬ 
tem by the end of the year.

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Residents air concerns about 
hospital’s land sale proposals

A public meeting offered a 
platform on Friday, August 
10, for residents to discuss 
Epsom Hospital’s plans to 
sell off part of its land for 
flats. 

Current proposals would 
see the sale of parts of the 
Epsom site, including York 
House and old accommoda¬ 
tion block, to build 195 flats 
and 170 parking spaces. 

The board meeting, held 
at Epsom Hospital on Friday 
at 9.30am, was attended by 
Chris Grayling, MP for Ep¬ 
som and Ewell and secretary 
of state for transport, and 
Daniel Elkeles, chief execu¬ 
tive of the NHS trust. 

Speaking to the Surrey 
Comet, Chris Grayling said: 
“I think the Board were sur¬ 
prised by the strength of 
feeling, and appeared to back 
away from a sale for housing 
on the scale envisaged. 

“More than 200 people 
came along, and they had to 



move the meeting into a big¬ 
ger room. I have offered to 
work with the Trust to find 
a better way of dealing with 
the challenges they face.” 

Martin Kimber, 24, of Hes- 
sle Grove, a law student who 
attended the meeting, said: 
“The trust is merely doing 
what it can by selling off the 
huge portion of land to stave 
off Conservative cuts caused 
by years of austerity 

“Mr Grayling appears to 
have been able to frame the 
trust as not acting compe¬ 
tently by opposing this sell- 
off while denying austerity 
cuts have forced the hospital 
into this position.” 

In a statement published 


online, Mr Elkeles said: “As 
lots of local people are aware, 
because of our ageing build¬ 
ings and the way our services 
are currently configured, 
Epsom and St Helier cannot 
continue as we are forever. 


“Before any decisions are 
made, there would be a pub¬ 
lic consultation so that local 
people can have their say 
about where they think this 
new facility should be built. “ 
Crispin Blunt, MP for Rei- 


gate, said: “I hope that the 
Trust will now be able to pur¬ 
sue plans to maximise capital 
assets to fund improvements 
across its entire catchment 
area. 

“There is a point of princi¬ 


ple here, that the NHS must 
be allowed to make independ¬ 
ent decisions on how best to 
maximise capital assets to 
fund capital infrastructure 
projects that will provide im¬ 
proved services.”

Concerns were raised about 
rubbish left strewn around the 
dog-free picnic area of Nonsuch 
Park last week, after a group of 
travellers left the site.

“For now, I would advise that

Epsom residents have raised 
objections about a proposal 
to demolish the King’s Arms 
on East Street to build hous¬ 
ing. 

A planning application 
has been submitted to Epsom 
and Ewell Council to replace 
the locally listed pub with 16 
self-contained flats, car and 
cycle parking and a refuse 
store. 

Stephen Nelson, of the Ep¬ 
som and Ewell history and 
archaeology society, said: 
“The design of the proposed 
replacement is a very poor 
design in a bland, square 
block devoid of any particu¬ 
lar character. 

“The pub clearly contrib¬ 
utes to the character of the 
town and is a key building in 
the East Street area provid¬ 
ing a link to the historic de¬ 
velopment of this road route

in and out of the town.” 

Mrs J Dessent, of Firle 
Court, Yeomanry Close, com¬ 
mented on the application: 
“The loss of the pub building, 
listed locally and dating from 
1835, would take away the his¬ 
tory of the area. 

“Epsom has already lost a 


good deal of other licensed 
premises and this further 
loss would damage the amen¬ 
ities of the area.” 

The application is still in 
the consultation period, with 
neighbours’ comments on the 
proposal being accepted until 
August 28.

Beware risks as our 


kids spend time online 


I would like to make your readers aware of 
the risks that our children face as they 
potentially spend more time online - and 
offer some tips on how to keep them safe. 

Sadly, we know that many children are 
seeing inappropriate content online. 

It is a deeply disturbing fact that children 
can stumble across pornography, and the 
ease with which children can live-stream 
themselves online is something that all 
parents should be aware of. 

Children with phones and tablets are 
effectively taking a TV crew into their 
bedroom and being able to broadcast to 
people they don’t know. 

We know that this can leave them open to 
grooming and abuse and can have an effect 
on their emotional health and wellbeing. 

We are particularly worried about 
grooming and children having contact with 
strangers online, sometimes being coerced 
or manipulated into sharing images. 

Back in 2015, in a Barnardo’s report some 


of our practitioners told us that referrals 
for internet related child sexual abuse 
support services ranged up to 75% of their 
work. Barnardo’s has called for greater 
oversight of the internet industry, 
including a real need for an independent 
regulator. We are also calling on 
government for better information and 
education for parents, social workers and 
teachers when it comes to online safety. 

In a bid to tackle on-line abuse and the 
devastating impact it can have, we would 
urge parents to try and understand the 
online world that their child is using. 

Learn about the games and apps they are 
using and make sure that parental controls, 
privacy setting and online filters are being 
used. Internet Matters has some great 
parental guides on everything from live- 
streaming to the sites, apps and games that 
your children might want to use. 

If your child seems worried about 
something, talk to them. It’s vital that 


parents keep talking to their children about 
their online games and take a look together 
at what they are doing and who they are 
talking to. 

Start a conversation and find out who 
they’re talking to online and what they’re 
talking about. 

You can report inappropriate behaviour 
or material to an organisation like CEOP ( 
Child Exploitation and Online Protection) 
and we would urge anyone looking for 
advice or support to go to barnardos.org. 
uk. 

It’s worth remembering that the internet 
can also be a fantastic place for children to 
develop, to grow and achieve safely. It’s a 
place where they can reach out for support 
if they’re struggling with a particular issue 
- so there is a good side to the online world.

ANT-MAN AND THE WASP (12A): Earlier this summer, 
larger-than-life characters from across the Marvel Com¬ 
ics galaxy united to combat the threat of the mighty Tha- 
nos in the superhero showdown, Avengers: Infinity War. 
However, one miniature crimefighter - wisecracking cat 
burglar Scott Lang (Paul Rudd) - was notable by his ab¬ 
sence from the pyrotechnic-laden combat. Peyton Reed’s 
crowd-pleasing sequel neatly explains Lang’s no-show 
against Thanos with a high-octane blast of rip-roaring en¬ 
tertainment, which dizzies and delights in equal measure. 
Adopting a more intimate style of storytelling, Ant-Man 
And The Wasp choreographs a series of outrageous 
set-pieces without losing the broad humour or tender 
emotion that made the original 2015 film a sizeable hit. 
Notably, this is Marvel’s first action-packed feature with a 
female superhero proudly name-checked in the title and 
Evangeline Lilly’s airborne assassin dominates the bruis¬ 
ing fight sequences when she isn’t catalysing molten on¬ 
screen chemistry with Rudd’s reluctant saviour. 

TEEN TITANS GO! TO THE MOVIES (PG): The long- 
running animated TV series Teen Titans Go!, a tongue- 
in-cheek spin-off from the DC Comics universe, makes 
its big screen debut with a grin-inducing flourish thanks 
to co-directors Peter Rida Michail and Aaron Horvath. 
Teen Titans Go! To The Movies pokes gentle fun at the 
glut of superhero films, which clog up multiplexes and 
earnestly expand the mythologies of well-known charac¬ 
ters torn from the pages of comic books. A nimble script, 
co-written by the TV series’ creators Michael Jelenic and 
Horvath, takes aim at predictable targets: The avoidable 
tragedies in superheroes’ pasts, Stan Lee’s obligatory 
cameos, that instantly forgettable Green Lantern film star¬ 
ring Ryan Reynolds. Most of the punchlines elicit knowing 
giggles as a perfunctory plot sermonises the importance 
of teamwork and self-sacrifice to younger audiences. 
Fleeting verbal gags, including a spoof of the Marvel 
Comics flip book title sequence, are complemented by 
knowing, self-referential dialogue that gleefully draws at¬ 
tention to the film’s own shortcomings including a big 
reveal about the identity of the chief villain. 

MISSION: IMPOSSIBLE - FALLOUT (12A): In 1996, 
when Tom Cruise accepted his mission to revamp the 


classic 1960s TV series, it’s unlikely he envisioned that 
he would still be breaking sweat as gung-ho IMF agent 
Ethan Hunt more than two decades later. Life is full of 
surprises and few are as sweet or exhilarating as Mis¬ 
sion: Impossible - Fallout. The sixth and arguably best 
instalment of the globe-trotting franchise welcomes back 
writer-director Christopher McQuarrie, Oscar-winning 
screenwriter of The Usual Suspects, for a suspenseful 
thriller that unravels tangled narrative threads from the 
2015 film, Rogue Nation. While other blockbusters rely 
heavily on digital trickery, Fallout places its most expen¬ 
sive special effect - its leading man - in almost every 
adrenaline-pumping shot. Cruise performs his own death- 
defying stunts, including riding a motorcycle without a 
helmet at high speed against the flow of traffic around the 
Arc de Triomphe, piloting a helicopter during a stomach- 
churning 360 degree downward spiral, and freefall jump¬ 
ing at 25,000ft from an aircraft travelling at 165mph. IMF’s 
communications might self-destruct after five seconds 
but Cruise grimly and gallantly endures. 

HOTEL TRANSYLVANIA 3: A MONSTER VACATION 
(U): Towards the gently effervescent conclusion of direc¬ 
tor Genndy Tartakovsky’s computer-animated sequel, a 
DJ attempts to break the evil spell that has enslaved a 
kraken by blasting out Bobby McFerrin’s upbeat anthem 
Don’t Worry, Be Happy. The infectious, chart-topping hit 
should play throughout Hotel Transylvania 3: A Monster 
Vacation, which doesn’t worry about character develop¬ 
ment or a coherent plot and is blissfully happy to set sail 
for predictable laughs in foreign climes. Humour in this 
third chapter, co-written by Tartakovsky and Michael Mc- 
Cullers, is decidedly long in the vampire’s tooth as Dracu- 
la (Adam Sandler) dips his immortal toes into the perilous 
world of right- and left-swiping potential love matches. Vo¬ 
cal performances search in vain for big laughs amidst the 
sugary sentiment and a final reel reveal is telegraphed 
far in advance. 

MAMMA MIA! HERE WE GO AGAIN (PG): Ol Parker’s 
sequel to the feel-great Abba jukebox musical Mamma 
Mia! doesn’t quite achieve the same intoxicating sense of 
nostalgia-drenched delirium. In a sing-off with The Great¬ 
est Showman, this bittersweet return to the sun-kissed 


Greek island of Kalokairi comes off second best to the 
razzle-dazzle of Hugh Jackman and his kaleidoscopic 
circus of melodic misfits. However, when all is said and 
done, Parker’s film is hard-wired to entertain, with a 
comforting recipe of glossy song and dance numbers, 
saucy humour, simmering romance and Oscar winner 
Meryl Streep ripping the hearts out of chests as she 
mines the raw emotion of Benny Andersson and Bjorn 
Ulvaeus’s lyrics. The addition of Cher as Streep’s impec¬ 
cably coiffed mother is a masterstroke. From the moment 
we hear the thrum of the chart-topping diva’s private 
helicopter approaching Kalokairi, Parker’s film cranks up 
the volume on our pleasure to 11 and blows the roof off 
the taverna with her rapturous interpretation of Fernando 
with fellow newcomer Andy Garcia. These final 15-20 
minutes, when the full cast is reunited on the island idyll, 
are on the money, money, money. 

HOTEL ARTEMIS (15): Style confidently trumps sub¬ 


stance in Drew Pearce’s intriguing dystopian thriller 
about a secret membership-only hospital for the criminal 
fraternity. Set during a sweltering summer of civil unrest 
in futuristic Los Angeles, Hotel Artemis dazzles with ex¬ 
pertly choreographed fight sequences and pithy one- 
liners. The writer-director is aided by a mesmerising lead 
performance from Jodie Foster as the agoraphobic clini¬ 
cian in charge of the hospital, who has spent 22 tortur¬ 
ous years within its cracked walls and self-medicates to 
numb the pain of her devastating loss. Grungy production 
design is enhanced by South Korean cinematographer 
Chung-hoon Chung, who revels in the decaying grandeur 
of the central location. Foster’s searing performance is 
complemented by the bristling menace of Dave Bau¬ 
tista as an orderly, who threatens “to unheal” anyone 
who breaks the hospital’s bond of confidentiality. The 
promised prescription of thrills and spills delivers only a 
fleeting high.

TOP TIPS 
FOR BUYING 
YOUR FIRST 
PROPERTY 



There are ways to make buying your first home 
easier. Here, OnTheMarket.com and the Money 
Advice Service explores some of them. 

SAVING MONEY FOR YOUR DEPOSIT: Before 
you start looking at properties you’ll need to start 
saving for a deposit. You need to try to save at least 
5% to 20% of the cost of the home you’d like. So if 
you want to buy a home costing £150,000, you’ll 
need to save at least £7,500. Saving more than 
5% will make it easier for you to apply for a wider 
range of mortgages. Once you know the amount of 
deposit you’ll need, make a plan to reach this goal. 

Be realistic about how much you can afford. Regular 
saving is more effective than relying on irregular 
one-off sums. How long it will take depends on how 
much you can afford to set aside each month. 

HELP TO BUY: Do you have at least a 5% deposit? 
The government’s Help to Buy scheme makes it 
possible to buy a new or existing home even if you’ve 
only got a small deposit. With Help to Buy there are 
two options available: equity loans and mortgage 
guarantees. Equity loans are only available if you 
are buying a newly built home. You can borrow 20% 
of the purchase price interest-free for the first five 
years as long as you have a 5% deposit. Mortgage 
guarantees are available for new and old properties 
across the UK. The government will cover part of any 
losses your lender may sustain if the mortgage is not 
repaid. There are limits on the cost of the property 
you can buy using both of these schemes, which 
differ across the UK. Read more in the Money Advice 
Service’s guide to Help to Buy. 

HELP TO BUY ISAS: The Help to Buy ISA scheme 
(which launched in December 2015) is designed to 
help first-time buyers save up for a deposit for their 
home. This scheme means the government will top 
up your savings by 25%. That means that for every 
£200 you save the government will give you £50. 

The most the government will contribute is £3,000, 
so the most you can save in a Help to Buy ISA 


is £12,000. The minimum you need to save to qualify is 
£1,600, which would give you a £400 bonus. Help to Buy 
ISAs are available to each first-time buyer, not each house. 
So if you’re buying a property with someone else, you can 
get up to £6,000 towards your deposit. 

SHARED OWNERSHIP: Shared ownership is a cross 
between renting and buying, aimed mainly at first-time 
buyers. You buy a share of a home from the landlord and 
rent the part you don’t own at a reduced rate. The landlord in 
this case is usually your local council or housing association. 
Shared ownership schemes are designed to help people 
who don’t earn enough to buy a home outright. People aged 
55 and over and people with long-term disabilities can also 
apply. You will have to take out a mortgage to pay for your 
share, which is between 25% and 75% of the home’s value. 
You then pay a reduced rent on the share you don’t own. 

You have the option later on to buy a bigger share of the 
property - up to 100% - when you can afford to. 

RIGHT TO BUY/RIGHT TO ACQUIRE: Right to Buy lets 
council tenants who qualify buy their council home at a 


reduced rate. The size of the discount varies depending on 
where you live and the type of property you want to buy. 
Tenants normally need to have rented from their local council 
or housing association for three years before they qualify. 

The three years can be non-consecutive. Right to Acquire 
is a scheme offered in England and Wales for housing 
association tenants who don’t qualify for Right to Buy. The 
discounts are slightly smaller. The Money Advice Service has 
more information on ‘Right to Buy’ and ‘Right to Acquire’. 
GUARANTOR MORTGAGE: If you’re lucky enough to 
have parents, relatives or friends who can help, you may be 
able to get a guarantor mortgage. This means that they’re 
responsible for covering your mortgage repayments if you’re 
unable to meet them. These kind of mortgages come with 
risks, though. The guarantor is liable for the loan if you 
default and start missing payments. This could affect both of 
your credit scores. This is one area where it helps to talk to a 
professional. A mortgage broker will be able to tell you which 
lenders offer guarantor mortgages and the implications of 
becoming a guarantor. 


BUYING WITH FRIENDS OR FAMILY MEMBERS: Buying 
with a friend of family member is becoming more popular 
as UK house prices continue to soar. The benefits of doing 
this include sharing the deposit, mortgage repayments 
and maintenance costs. You can also consider a larger 
mortgage than you would otherwise be able to. Sharing 
ownership does come with potential risks, though. There 
could be financial complications if one party pays more of 
the deposit than the other. There is also the possibility of 
disputes further down the road. Both parties need to think 
hard about the pros and cons before entering into this 
arrangement. But if care is taken to ensure that all parties 
are happy and agreements are watertight, you’ll have an 
investment that increases in value. This article is provided 
by the Money Advice Service.
